Sentence Imposed on Captain Impey 
Confirmed by Long. 
Washington, Ju n e 15.—The loss of 
IO num bers in his grade and reduction 
of his pay to furlough pay for two 
years and to be publicly rep rim and ed 
is the sentence Imposed by c o u r tm a r ­ 
tial upon Captain Robert K. Impey, at 
present stationed at the Mare Island 
cavyyard. 
T h e captain was charged 
with scandalous conduct 
In having 
represented to a dentist that his hill 
m ust b e ,re d u c e d because It required 
th e approval of th e treasury officers, 
whereas this was a purely personal 
matter. 
S e c re ta ry T,ong has 
addressed 
a 
fetter to Captain Impey advising b m 
of his approval of so much of the sen­ 
tence s s directed a reprimand and a 
reduction In rank, but stating I hat the 
part of the sentence recom m ending 
that Captain Impey should b<- placed 
on furlough pay for two years was re­ 
mitted, “ not because of any clemency 
which you are regarded as meriting. 
hut for the reason that the d e p a r t­ 
ment does not consider th at the Inter­ 
ests of the navy will be advanced by 
permitting you to remain In idleness 
for two years, when the services of all 
officers are required on active duty,” 
After ad m in isterin g the reprimand 
Included in the sentence the letter 
closes with an order that Captain Im­ 
pey shall be released from arrest and 
rcitored to dutv.

M urder Theory Exploded. 
Benton Harbor, Mich.. June 15.— An 
autopsy was held on th*’ body of John 
E. Mitchell of Milwaukee, who dropped 
dead in the Pere 
Marquette depot, I W ashington and quite recently at the 


25 and 30 of the passengers leaped 
into the water and that many of those 
perished. 
Captain Gully also declares 
that he is sure over IOO of tho North­ 
field^ passengers were drowned. The 
captains of other tugboats, who were 
early on the scene, however, are in­ 
clined to think that the disaster was 
not so serious as regards to loss of 
life.

No Bodies Have Been Recovered. 
T he reason for such a difference of 
opinion as to the extent of the disas­ 
ter is that the wildest excitement pre­ 
vailed on the Northfield. 
As soon as 
the crowd which had followed the 
sinking ferryboat along the river front 
were able to render any aid they re­ 
sponded with a will and in many cases 
men sprang into the water to save 
life. 
The greatest service was ren­ 
dered by the tugboats, which, as soon 
as it was possible, closed around the 
Northfield and made a bridge to the 
Spanish line pier, and men and women 
clamored over the tugs to the shore. 
The swift running flood tide and the 
question of which boat had the right 
of way was the cause of the disaster.
